Rancher Killed In 
Freak Accident 


Services for Arnold A. Plegel, a 
native of Anaheim, who at one time 
attended school in Placentia, were 
held Monday following a freak 
electrical accident in which both 
Plegel and Roberto. .Martinez 
Sanchez, 20, of Placentia were 
killed. 

The two men were farming on a 
plot of ground in Anaheim, near La 
Palma and _ Tustin Avenues, 
preparing to plant strawberries, 
when a cutter on the tractor Plegel 
was driving made contact with a wire 
which hit a high voltage line. 

Plegel was killed instantly and 
Sanchez was apparently walking in 
back of the tractor. When Sanchez 
attempted to save Plegel and pull 
him from the tractor, Sanchez also 
was killed. 

The line carried 12,000 volts of 
electricity. 

Plegel, 61, currently resided in 
Yorba Linda and was well known in 
this area as a farmer and a citizen 
interested in civic affairs. 

He, along with his two brothers, 
were raised on the Plegel ranch 
where Autonetics now stands. One 
of the brothers, Carl Plegel, father of 
Walter Plegel, well known in 
Placentia, died three years ago. The 
surviving brother is Emil Plegel of 
Buena Park. 

Plegel, who had lived in Yorba 
Linda for six years, had farmed all 
his life. His Arnold’s Corn Shack 
was a familiar landmark on State 
College Boulevard, between Com- 
monwealth and Orangethorpe Av- 
enues. He frequently ate lunch at 
the restaurants along Placentia’s 
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Santa Fe Street and assisted with 
Mexican American activities in the 
area. 

The accident that took the two 
lives occured last Tuesday. 

Services for Plegel were held 
Monday at Waverly Church at 
Fairhaven Memorial Park, Santa 
Ana. Officiating was Rev. Otto 
Nielsen of the Messiah Lutheran 
Church of Yorba Linda with burial at 
Fairhaven Memorial Park. 

Surviving the well known rancher 
are his widow Anita of the home; 
three daughters, Jo Ann Proud of 
Anaheim; Catherine Johnson of 
Hawaii and Marion Plegel of Corona 
Del Mar; one son, Edward of 
Fullerton; brother Emil, of Buena 
Park and four grandsons. 

Hilgenfeld Mortuary was in 
charge of arrangements. 

Services for Sanchez will be held 
in Mexico, Daly and Bartel Mortuary 
in Anaheim reports. 


Schools OK 
In Quakes 


Yorba Linda School District. 
schools all meet Field Act standards, 
set in 1933, and no action needs to be 
taken, according to J. Elton 
Patridge, deputy superintendent. 


Patridge made the statement after. 


Wilson Riles, state superintendent 
of public instruction, recommended 
that districts ‘‘should immediately 
abandon or remodel schoo! build- 
ings not meeting Field Act 
standards.’’ 

His recommendation came on the 
heels of earthquakes in Oroville this 
year and in San Fernando in 1971. 
Riles notified all county and schooi 
district officials in the state of his 
recommendation. 

Patridge said all local schools 
meet Field Act standards and 
pointed out that the oldest school, 
the Nixon, was built in 1952. 

The district does not have any 
administrative buildings that re- 
quire attention. Officials recently 
moved out of the Casa Loma Avenue 
offices into the new Linda Vista 
School on Ohio Street. The former 
office was earthquake safe.

booths ready and selecting choice 
locations to view the parade. 

The 80 plus entries stepped off at 
Plumosa and Avolinda promply at 10 
@.m. the entire route was solidy 
packed with Yorba Linda residents 
and hundreds of our of town visitors. 

It took just about an hour for the 
parade to pass a given spot and 
during that time viewers were 
treated to a delightful panorama of 
floats, bands, marching groups, 
equestrians, old vintage vehicles, 
novelty entries and much more. 

Unlike most parades, the local one 
was non-competitive and that fact 
lent a certain feeling of relaxation 
and enjoyment for the participants 
who exhibited this in their 
excitement and enthusiasm at being 
a part of the community event. 

One of the highlights was the 
large contingents of children and 
youth marching groups which 
stretched out in lengthy blocks of 
two’s, four’s and other varied 
combinations. 

Waves of recognition and pleased 
smiles were displayed by the

Parks-Recreation 


Commission OK’d 


The Yorba Linda City Council 
Monday night passed unanimously 
an ordinance establishing a parks 
and recreation commission. 

As specified in the ordinance, the 
commission will advise city council 
and staff and serve as an 
intermediary between the city and 
the public on matters having to do 
with parks and recreation. ; 

Under the ordinance, the 
commission will consist of five 
members, plus such_ ex-officio 
members as the city council may 
designate, including the parks and 
recreation commissioner. 

Members, appointed by the 
mayor with the approval of the city 
council, will normally serve four 
years, without salary. 

Noting that there had been no 
corresponding increase in parks and 
recreation staff despite recent 
growth of the city, City Administra- 
tor Arthur C. Simonian endorsed 
adopted of the ordinance. 

‘‘We foresee eventual creation of 
a full-time parks and recreation 
staff,’’ Simonian added. 


Councilman Whit Cromwell at 
first opposed the ordinance, saying 
that he would wish such a move not 
be made until after budget hearings 
next year, since the commission 
might entail additional cost to the 
city. 

Simonian replied however, that 
positions on the commission could 
not be filled for several months in 
any case, and that additional 


expense during the remainder of the 
current budget year would be slight. 

In other action, the city council 
voted not to purchase from the 
Orange County tax collector’s office 
a 13,000 sq. ft. parcel of land on 
Bastanchury west of Rose Drive. 
Simonian recommended against the 
purchase, noting that the city master 
plan showed no public use for it. 

The property, which was acquired 
by the county for taxes, had been 
offered to the city for a minimum-bid 
figure of $1000. 


Taken under consideration by the 
city council and staff were proposals 
by Mayor Carolyn P. Ewing and 
Councilman Rudolph A. Castro. 

Explaining that she had been 
approached by a member of a 
homeowners’ group with complaints 
of over-night, on-street parking of 
recreational vehicles, Ewing asked 
Staff to investigate the possibility of 
adopting an ordinance forbidding 
such parking on city streets. 

Fullerton already has such an 
ordinance. 

Councilman Castro, pointing out 
lack of general public attendance at 
city council meetings, suggested the 
council consider meeting at other 
locations from time to time, where 
the public might more conveniently 
attend. 

Although the possibility of using 
private homes was not ruled out, 
Castro said that he was thinking 
more in terms of churches and other 
semi-public buildings. 


Oil Well Fencing 
Adequate, But... 


In the aftermath of the tragic 
death of a young boy playing on an 
oil well in Placentia the Yorba Linda 
City Council requested staff to 
investigate oil well fencing require- 
ments. 

City Administrator Art Simonian 
reported back last week that all oil 
well fence requirements are being 
met by the owners. He said that 
informaion had been given to him by 
Building Official Ivan Smith. 

As of January 28 this year there 
was a total of 252 oil wells within the

city. They are checked at least once a 
year for compliance with the city 
code by the building department. 

The fencing section of the city 
code requires oil wells to be 
“‘enclosed by a steel chain link fence 
not less than six feet in height and, 
in addition, not having less than 
three strands of barbed wire sloping 
outward at approximatley a 45 
degree angle and for 18 inches from 
the top of the fence. There shall be 
no aperture below such fence 
greater than four inches.’’ 


Placentia has similar require- 
ments and plans no new 
requirements nor changes the city 
has been informed. 


Placentia officials indicated, and 
Simonian’s report appeared to 
agree, that even if fence 
requirements were raised, if 
children wanted to enter badly 
enough they would find a way. 

Simonian’s report said that ‘‘it 
should be noted that the well at 
which the young boy was fatally 
injured is being totally enclosed.’’ 

Simonian concluded his report 
with the statement that ‘‘the fencing 
requirements that the City main- 
tains appears to be adequate. 
Regardless of fence height children 
can gain access.”’

Bank Bombers Arrested | 


A former Yorba Linda resident, 24 
year old John Howard Rodgers, now 
living in Anaheim, plus four 
juveniles, have been apprehended 
in connection with the bombing of 
the local Branch of Bank of America, 
4802 Main Street. 

Brea Police Lt. Floyd Goodell said 
that the admission by Goodell 
immediatley dispelled any suspi- 
cions that the incident was partof an 
organized effort, the first thing 
feared by authorities in present day 
bombings. 

Goodell said he understood the 
bombing was an ‘‘individual act.’’ 
The police official added that the 
initial investigation indicated that 
the four juveniles, not indentified 
because of their ages, ‘‘only tagged 
along’’ with Rodgers: 

The incident created something 
less than excitement in the city, 
occuring sometime between 10 p.m. 


and 7 a.m. on a_ Friday 
night-Saturday morning time span. 
- Some people living nearby 


reported hearing nothing while 
other residents at greater distances 
said they thought they heard noises. 
Police and fire authorities, within 
earshot of the bank, were not aware 
of the bombing until it was reported 
by the bank custodian Saturday 
morning. 


Police said a pipe bomb was 
placed at the parking lot door to the 
bank. The glass was blown out of the 
door and there was minor interior 
damage. Although the door was 
opened bank officials reported 
nothing missing. 


Rodgers was arrested in connec- 
tion with a burglary by the Orange 
County Sheriff's Office. During 
questioning he allegedly admitted 
having knowledge of the Yorba 
Linda incident. He also was said to 
have admitted making a telephone 
bomb threat on Saturday which 
briefly disrupted the Junior 
Woman’s Club Carnival being held 
at Fairmont and Yorba Linda.

20,700. 

It will take more annexations to 
the east to expand the city limits to 
accommodate the expected thou- 
sands of more families. The 
Dominguez Ranch annexation, 
including a portion of the Upper K 
Ranch, makes much of the area 
contiguous, the key to future 
annexations. 

Hundreds of acres at a time are 
coming into the city and the 
prospects are that future annexa- 
tions will bring in thousands of acres 
in single actions. 

Maintaining its image as a 
so-called ‘‘bedroom community”’, it 
is expected that most of the 
development will be residential. 
Undoubtedly, there would be some 
commercial areas to accommodate 
the new families but there has been 
no indication that anyone desires 
industrial or manufacturing de- 


velopment. 

Residential density has to ‘be 
determined. ‘As much land as 
possible will be devoted to single 
family zoning. But city officials will 
have to deal with some developers 
who prefer to put hard-to-get money 
into apartments and condominiums. 

There is a side to this growth that 
will need as much attention as 
zoning. It is the increase in services. 

Facing city fathers are the 
accompanying problems of in- 
creased police protection. They will 
have to answer the question of 
adequate fire protection. Construc- 
tion and maintenance of streets, 
illumination, collection of trash, 
demands for sufficient recreation 
and park areas, are subjects which 
will merit serious consideration. 

Hovering over all of this is the 


method of funding everything that. 


will have to be done. Can the city 


continue to function properly 
without levying a property tax? 

These are not new questions for 
elected city officials, appointed 
boards and commissions, not those 
on the city staff. The answers and 
alternatives are being pondered 
almost on a daily basis. 

Growth not only poses problems 
for the city. The school district will 
be compelled to meet the challenge 
of the influx of thousands of school 
age children at all levels. 

The projection of population for 
Yorba Linda could well be the 
determining factor in the discus- 
sions oh mergers, annexations or 
unification of school districts. _ 

How imminent is growth now that 
the way has been cleared for 
enlargement of the city? 

One example is the residential 
home building firm of C. Michael, 
Inc. This company has master

It is almost certain that this 
company and other developers are 
eyeing further annexations areas. 
Yorba Linda is one of the few Orange 

ounty or, for that matter, Southern 
California areas with such a wealth 
of open land available for 
development. 

This city appears to have a unique 
opportunity. It can profit by the 
mistakes of other communities who 
were not expanded hurriedly and 
have lived to reget the experience. 

Yorba Linda can also benefit from 
the cities which grew more leisurely 
and had time to plan wisely and 
develop in an orderly fashion.

STRONGYLUS VULGARIS 
Part 4 

How long must treatment 
continue---Regular de- 
worming at six to eight 
week intervals must be 
continued for at least a year, 
usually much longer, before 
a heavily infected herd and 
premises can be reasonably 
cleansed. 

Two reasons---S. vulgaris 
larvae normally migrate in 
the animal's body six to 


eight months with some 
remaining much longer 
before returning to the 


intestine where they may be 
destroyed by medication. 

Second, while most 
strongyle eggs and larvae 
do not remain viable on the 
ground for more than two 
months, some may survive 
much longer. 

The problem of strongyle 
control must be regarded as 


a continuous one--a sus- 
tained rather than a 
periodic effort. The true 


parasite load can only be 
determined by a series of 
microscopic fecal examina- 
tions to determine the 
number of eggs present. 

What horses to treat--- Al] 
horses, mules and donkeys 
on the premises must be 
treated. All new arrivals 
should be de-wormed be- 
fore they are placed in areas 
where their droppings 
might contaminate  pad- 
docks or grazing areas. 

A pet pony or donkey or 
any other horse on the 
premises, not included in 
the regular treatment sche- 
dule, will continue as a 
liberal source of worm egg 
contamination and defeat 
the whole purpose of the 
program. 

It is a fact that one horse 
with a 2,000 egg count per 
gram of feces (not an 
uncommon load) discharges 
25,000,000 eggs per day. 
The consequences of mis- 
sing a horse or two in 
treatment is obvious.

they are swallowed by the 
foal until they reach 
maturity in the intestine 
requires about six months. 
Thus foals under _ six 
months of age harbor the 
parasite in migratory 
phase---not in the gut. 

Consequently, medicat- 
ing a foal for the removal of 
adult S. vulgaris much 
before he is six months old 
is useless because he has 
none. Migratory larvae are 
not affected by usual drug 
treatments. 

The only safeguard for 
the foal is to insure that his 
complete environment, in- 
cluding his dam, is free 
from eggs and larvae. 

Evaluating effectiveness 
of a program---Microscopic 
fecal examination should be 
made periodically to check 
on the effectiveness of 
drugs being used and to 
determine the over-all 
effectiveness of a program. 

Sampling just prior to 
treatment will indicate the 
level of parasitism. A 
second sampling a week or 
two after treatment will 
indicate the efficacy of the 
drug.
